Registration System 

The following information regarding 
registration should be carefully read 
jby all; not alone in reference to the 
Prohibition Referendum but also a 
preparation for the next Dominion 
(elections. See that your name ap¬ 
pears on these lists. 

In Rural districts there will be one 
registrar for, each polling division 
who must be a resident therein unless 
a competent person cannot there be 
found. 

A Rural Registrar is not required to 
prepare his list until the latter part 
of September but he must complete 
it by October 6th. 

By October 10th he must post up 
two copies of his list) alphabetically * 
prepared, in two of the most conspic¬ 
uous places of his polling division. 

With these two copies he shall 
post up notice of the place where he 
will be available for revising this list 
The dates when he will so sit are 
from October 12th to 16th inclusive 
and hours from 2 to 6 p.m. each day. 

If the registrar up to October 15th 
becomes convinced that he has left off 
the list any name which should ap¬ 
pear thereon, he may add such name, 
but only upon being furnished with 
proper proofs furnished under oath 
by some credible person who is aware 
of the facts. 

In Rural Poling Divisions if the re¬ 
gistrar fails to place the name of our 
qualified elector on the list such elect¬ 
or may apply personally or by any 
other person with knowledge thereof 
who is prepared to verify the necess¬ 
ary facts under oath and have his 
name entered thereon at any time up 
to but not later than October 15th. 

In c ase of the failure of such regis- 
■ trar. within that period to add to the 
voters list the name of such elector 
said elector may apply at the polls 
to have his or hed name added to the 
list upon taking an oath of qualifi¬ 
cation in form No. 33 of schedule One 
of the Act; provided he or she is 
vouched for under oath in form No. 
34 of schedule One by a resident elect¬ 
or whose name is on the voter’s list. 
This is called “swearing in’’ one’s 
vote. 

i^.ny voter who does not understand 
fuly how to mark or deposit the bal¬ 
lot or is in doubt, should read the 
•printed instructions to voters posted 
in the polling station or ask the Depu¬ 
ty .Returning Officer whose duty it is 
to give all such information. 

There will be a sitting of the Dis¬ 
trict Court in Wainwright on Monday 
p ctober 4th, where any person must 
Apply to a judge for certificate before 
/ thei names can be placed on the Vot¬ 
es list can appear and be examined.

Another assault upon the liquor act 
week, when an appeal against a con¬ 
viction registered under the provisions 
of the act in the provincial police 
court before Magistrate McLeod will 
be carried to the Appellate division of 
the Supreme Court of Alberta, the 
highest court in the province. 

H. A. Friedman and C. C. McCaul’ 
K.C., acting for the appellant, George 
W. Bulmer, of Chauvin, Alberta, an¬ 
nounced that the case would be fought 
to the limit, Bulman, who it is stated 
is agent of the Lee Wine & Spirit 
company, of Saskatoon, in charge of 
the Chauvin branch, was fined $100 
and costs for being illegally in poss¬ 
ession of liquor in a place other than 
a private dwelling house. 

Meanwhile, pending the'result of the 
appeal, the export liquor warehouse at 
Chauvin is shut down tight with the 
keys of the building reposing in the 
pocket of Inspector Hodgkins, head of 
the provincial liquor ssuad. 

“It is just a question of whether the 
Hon. J. R. Boyle is to be regarded as 
a czar of Alberta or merely attorney- 
general,” declared one of the solicitors 
in discussing the case. “The appeal 
will decide whether he has the right 
to arrogate to himself the poweii to de¬ 
cide who shall and who shall not carry 
on the business of exporting from the 
province.’’ 

It is the contention of the appellant 
that the attorney general may he 
within his rights and within the act 
in saying what kind of a building or 
under what conditions the business 
may he carried On hut it is denied that 
he has power to say that a certain 
company may do business and anoth¬ 
er one shall he denied the same privi- 
lei:,;.,.

Some enquiries having been receiv¬ 
ed as to the night classes to be form¬ 
ed in connection with the H.S., the 
principal was 1 interrogated as to the 
course of studies to be followed. It 
appears that the work to be taken up 
depends solely upon the wishes of the 
applicants and the ability of the in¬ 
structors t-o find the necessary time. 
First and foremost, a course in read¬ 
ing and writing is suggested, and. ad¬ 
vanced reading course of one of 
Shakespeares plays being, very enjoy¬ 
able and instructve. Arithmetic and 
geometry should appeal to almost 
everyone as questions of measure¬ 
ment are continually croping up. If 
desired other mathematical subjects 
will be'taken up. A series of lectures 
on physical and political geography 
will be given in which the cause of 
day and night, the seasons, tides, etc. 
will be explained. Canadian, British 
and general history will be treated as 
fully as time will permit. One of the 
most practical courses will be one in 
practical English in order to give an 
understanding .of ordinary Grammar. 
Opportunity for the study of French, 
especially the elementary sounds and 
grammar will be given. Our basic 
industry, agriculture, will receive due 
consideration, and if possible, lectur¬ 
ers from outside points will be obtain¬ 
ed to give new ideas on the subject. 
With the consent if Dr. Folkins a few 
lectures on hygiene will be supplied. 
The subjects of Boology and Botany 
will be touched upin incidentally. If 
desired a very interesting course in 
physical science and chemistry could 
be given. Other 1 subjects as beek- 
keeping and Shorthand may be given 
if a sufficiently large number apply.

In certain districts of Russia is was 
decided that women and girls be sac¬ 
rificed for the purpose of producing 
Soviet citizens. Exact details of the 
plan for the nationalization of Russian 
women are not 4 available. It seems 
to have varied in a number of in¬ 
stances; but one thing is clear, and 
that is, that women were selected—to 
put it bluntly and plainly—for the 
purpose of the propagation of their 
species, as if they had been domestic 
animals. Inclination of free will was 
not ^supposed to enter into the matter 


at all. Temporary marriages were 
arranged by members of a committee 
Young women were mated to elderly 
men; and lads only in their ’teen jwere 
indicated as husbands for women of 
middle age. Ladies of high rank and 
gentle nurture were thrown into the 
arms of degraded peasants; and do¬ 
mestic life was utterly destroyed. 

Of course such a condition gave 
rise to some dreadful incidents. Bol¬ 
shevist soldiers used their influence 
with their superiors to obtain for 
themselvec, the women upon whom 
they cast their lustful and coveteous 
eyes. 

An authentic story is told of how 
one clever Russian girl outwitted the 
Bolshevist committee. She was a 
school teacher in Moscow; was ‘ well 
educated, young and attractive. She 
came to the notice of the nationaliz¬ 
ation committee, who decided that she 
was wasting, her time by not being a 
mother,. They accordingly called up¬ 
on her and told her that a husband 
had been found for her whom she was 
at once to marry. She Was in despair J 
there seemed to be no escape. At last 
however, a bright idea occurred to 
her. She went to a friend who was a 
member of the Swiss Legation and 
asked him to marry her and take her

Farmers Of West 
Lose Twenty 

Million Dollars 


Says Wheat Board 
Would Have Saved 
Added Freight Rate 

If the wheat board had continued 
for another year the whole of the 
increased burden of freight rates on 
wheat from the western provinces to 
Fort William would have been offset 
by the economical marketing of the 
wheat crop. Such was the opinion 
of H. W. Wood, president of the 
U.F.A. 

President Wood’s estimate is bas¬ 
ed on the official estimates published 
by the bureau of statistics at Ottawa 
recently, of a total yield of 258,000,000 
bushels in the three prairie provinces 
The average increase in the cost of 
the haul from the western provinces 
to Fort William is estimated to he 
about five and a half cents. 

President Wood estimated the loss 
on wheat, due to the higher rates, at 
more than $1 4 , 000,000 for the haul 
from the prairie provinces to Fort 
William alone. 


Staggering Blow Struck at Agricul 
tural Interests Of The Far West 
Stock And Grain Men Wyll 
Be Heavy Losers 


The total financial returns of the 
farmer of western Canada from the 
sale of the 1920 wheat crop will be re¬ 
duced by approximately $20,000,000 as 
a result of the increase of 35 per cent 
in freight rates granted by the railway 
commission to the railways of Can¬ 
ada while many millions of dollars 
less will be received for the harvest 
of oats and other grains shipped from 
the west. Both the increased rates 
on grain and those in live stock will 
be borne entirely by the producers. 
The farmers are compelled to sell 
their products at the prices determin- 
jed by the world conditions and can¬ 
not add the freight to the cost of 
their ; grain and cattle. The' grain 
dealers, it is true, will pay the in¬ 
crease in freight on stock which they 
;now have in hand, but in respect to 
all future purchases the freight will 
inevitably be paid by the farmers. 

The total freight charges on wheat 
/shipped from points (in jthe s prairife 
provinces including local freight and 
the long haul, average from 22 to 23 
cents per bushel. The increase of 35 
per cent granted by the railway com¬ 
mission means an additional 7.7 cents 
in this average charge. The wheat 
harvest of the west according to pre¬ 
sent estimates, will be apjoroximately 
250,000,000 bushels. An increase of 
7.7 cents a bushel in the freight 
charges on 250,000,000 bushels will 
yield $19,250,000 or in round figures 
about $20,000,000 to the railways o^ 
Canada, all of which will come"iut of 
the pockets of the farmers. 

As it is not possible to give an esti¬ 
mate of the volume of oats, barley, 
flar and rye and farm products gener¬ 
ally Which will be shipped out of the 
prairie provinces, the loss to the 
farmers on these commodities cannot 
heartily be stated. A great proportion 
of these products will be consumed 
locally IjiLt there are also heavy ship¬ 
ments By i,nil'll lid,< m these the farm¬ 
ers of the three prairie provinces will 
be mulcted for additional millions of 
dollars. Freight charges between Al¬ 
berta points and Fort William, form¬ 
erly 18 cents now are 25 cents; on 
oats the rate increases from 10-1-2 to 
14 1-4 cents; on barley from 15 to 20 
cents; on rye from 17 1-2 to 23 1-2 
cents. 

In addition, the higher rates will 
practically close the Chicago markets 
to Alberta cattle, and deliver a stag¬ 
gering blow to the great live stock 
industry of the province. On the 
Chicago market even today it is only 
possible to make a profit on the sale 
of certain grades of livestock. With 
the heavy increase in rates in effect 
even these grades will be to all intents 
and purposes shut out of the Chicago 
market and the western Canadian 
packers will get .most of the stock. 

The western livestock industry will 
be harder hit than others because in 
the case of livestock the railways ac¬ 
cept one thing and deliver another. 
That is to say, owing to the shrinkage 
in transit and the inevitable loss of 
from two to three grades in quality 
the shipped stock is less valuable at 
the end of a journey by rail than when 
St was shipped. No other class of 
freight suffers such shrinkage, or such 
a loss in grades. 

On the other hand, the higher rates 
on livestock cannot benefit the rail¬ 
ways at all. The increase in the vol¬ 
ume of shipments of livestock of every 
sort shipped from Alberta, and the 
dustry will be such as to offset alto¬ 
gether the possibility of increased 
revenues to the railways. The com¬ 
panies get increased rates, but there 
will be greatly reduced business. They 
will gain nothing, but the province 
will suffer a tremendous loss. 

Another aspect of the question is 
the tremendous rate which must be 
paid in proportion to the quantity of 
livestock moved. No provision is 
made for less than carloads. The

same charge must be met on a ship- 
mene of 25 hoge as on 85, and on 25 
sheep as 110. By discouraging live¬ 
stock growing, the railways will de¬ 
crease the number of carloads which 
the producers con ship, and thus still 
further increase the cost of shipment. 
When cattle are scarce, for instance, 
only 12 head may be shipped where 
formerly there was a carload, but the 
same expense must be charged against 
the smaller shipment. The railways 
assume that every farmer is a car¬ 
load farmer, whereas 90 per cent of 
them are not carload farmers. 

The government has in the past 
given reduced rates, to encourage the 
development of the livestock industry, 
which has been carried on under sev¬ 
ere handicaps. It is illogical and ab-

The customer with 
the mail order catalog in hand has 
been a stubborn customer to handle. 

The country dealer has a weapon 
which will affect the efforts of the 
catalog vendor—a weapon that has 
been overlooked ,by three-quarters of 
the country merchants; a weapon ap¬ 
parently discounted without consider¬ 
ation • a weapon that has been a bug¬ 
bear to mai] order houses when it has- 
been properly yeilded, and a weapon 
accessable to practicailyevery store¬ 
keeper in the country. 

That weapon is the weekly paper in 
your home town. Through the week¬

Should Local Paper Champion 
Local Interests At 
Its Own Loss 

During the past year the Chauvin 
Chronicle has refused to entertain a 
number of contracts for advertising 
from mail order houses. Th'is has 
been done at a distinct cost to the 
proprietor of this paper and solely for 
the protection of the local merchant. 
This, mind you in face of the fact that 
one general merchant in Chauvin does 
not regard it good business to solicit 
our readers business through these 
advertising columns; and further the 
tw& general merchants at Artland and 
one at Ribstojie are equally indifferent 
to our reader’s attention, or to the ne¬ 
cessity, of competing in publicity with 
the mail order literature'. . 

It is, of course, to be admitted that 

every man who engages in business is 

fully entitled to judge for himself if 

it pays or not to advertise.

THE HARVEST OF THE 
JUSTIFIED 

Therefore being justified by faith, 
let us have peace with God through 
our Lord Jesus Christ, through whom 
we have had our access by faith into 
this grace wherein we stand and let 
us rejoice in hope of the glory of God. 
Rom. 5:1-2. 

The text mentions two things which 
follow justification. These are peace 
and glory. Peace is the immediate 
result of justification; glory to be re 
alized in the future. Both are to be 


Paul argues' from experience .He 
had been living the life of the law, 
had been trying to win favor with God 
by doing things, and had failed. He 
saw the whole nation in the same 
plight. But he got another point of 
view when the light shone upon him 
on the road. He understood that he 
was simply to accept the grace and 
pity of God, and not strive to work 
out his own salvation. 

The word justify means to count as 
righteous, to regard as righteous. It 
means a legal and not a moral right¬ 
eousness.

says that the faith of Abraham was 
therefore he was justified by faith, 
therefore he was justived by faith. 
So Paul overthrows the Jewish doc¬ 
trine oftrine of salvation by works or 
merit. His teaching is that men re¬ 
ceive the benefits of Christ’s saving 
work as they trust in Him. Faith 
then is necessary for salvation. 

The immediate result of justifica¬ 
tion is peace with God. The R.V. 
has, “Let us have peace with God”, 
making an exhortation instead of a 
statement. The exhortation is not to 
attain peace, but to keep it. The de¬ 
claration “not guilty” which the sin_ 
ner comes under when he embraces 
Christianity at once does away with 
the hostility of the sinner a,nd substi¬ 
tutes for it a sate .of peace. Peace 
with God is reconciliation between 
Goa and the sinner, and the two be¬ 
come friends. The legal barrier Is 
taken away. It also means the sin¬ 
ner’s heart is softened, and his affec¬ 
tions are changed. He hates that 
which he once loved, and loves that 
which he once hated. The joy of his 
heart is to do God’s will. 

The other result that follows justi¬ 
fication is glory.- This is the future 
so the Christian has hope of this to 
cheer and buoy him up.
